Complaints of inability to aecure 
rprint paper are pouring into govern- 
tment offices in Washington newspapers 
are reporting prices of eight, nine and 
as high aa twelve cents being asked for 
trint paper, and when orders are placed 
«t these pricesit is possible to secure 
■only very small quantities, not nearly, 
•enough to meet iheir needs 

One of the largest wholesale paper 
- 'dealers of Omaha reports print paper 
prices going upward every day, with a 
raise in one week of more than $1 a 
hundred. Many mills are refusing to 
accept orders at any price, and a forced 
suspension of manv paper is looked 
for aa there is no prospect 'of , any 
■relief in the immediate future. 

The price of print piiper is Boariiig 
skyward, with the limit nowhere in 
flight, and every newspnper publisher 
forced by circumstances to bid for 
■every pound of print paper that can be 
secured. 

There is undoubtedly a, shortage in 
•production in proportion to the demand, 
but it is charged that the manufactur- 
ers have taken advantageof the situa- 
tion to boost the prices just ds high as 
the publishers will pay, and. regardless 
<»fwhat price is necessary. to provide 
for a reasonable, or even liberal profit. 
Without any evidence of reaaon pulp 
. -pricea went from $26 to $40 a ton at 
<ine jump, and ' print paper went up 
proportionately, and. then some. But 
paper did not stop with that. jump. New 
record prices are being made, every 
day and almost every hour, and the 
monufacturera and brokers are reaplug 
tremendous profits. The papsr jobbers 
are helpless in the face of conditions, 
and tho great majority of them ore 
actually selling print at a loss. 

The. jobbers 'are acceptinR such ord- 
ers as are necessary to keep regular 
customers supplied, and when they at- 
tempt to get the paper with which to 
fill these orders they find the manu- 
facturers' price out of all proportion to 
the price at which they have sold their 
■customer. In fact, the situation has 
faerome so serious that jobbers, are 
afraid to accept orders,. and it is rumor- 
-ed that a number of them may with- 
.draw from the print pnper market en- 

-tirely. 

It ia onenly charged that the mnnu- 

fncturera and brokers nre^ operating 

■together; that the mills are aelling al- 
most exclusively through the brokera, 

-and. that tho brokers are merely the 
representatives of mill owners. . In this 
way the tremendous profits that are 
being made ore not reflected on the 
books of the mills, even though they 
find their way into the pockets of tho 
mill owners. 

In 1914 and 1915 the daily papers of 
New York and Chicago were buying 
Tirint paper at two cen\s or leas dejiver- 
■ed at their press rooms. During 1915 
tho price began to jump rapidly and for 
1916 many publishers werb obliged to, 
contract for from three to three and a 
.half cents f. o. b. mill. To some of the 
blgdailies ihla meant an increased cost 
,per year of from one to two million 
dollars 'and this forced an Increaaed 
Bubacrlption price. 
But today three to three add a.half 

' cent paper would be extremely welcome; 

In place of that we can look for .twelve 

•to twelve and a half ^ept paper. It U 

oasy to Bee what thiB^meana to the 

press of the nation.

That the confiscated beer at Zion City 
could be sold and the money derived 
from the Bale used to build a road 
through the *'City of Love" was the 
suggestion made to County Clerk Lew 
Hendee last Friday by two out of town 
men interested in the construction of 
roads. 

"Zion City seems to be having a di' 
ficult time financing its road proposi- 
tion" one of the men said, ''In fact, 
it seems as if the chances of paving 
Sheridan Road through Zion are rather 
slim at the present time. 

"Why wouldn't it be a good plan to 
hold a said and dispose of the confiscat- 
ed beerinatend of turning it into the 
street, as proposed? There would be 
no difficulty in disposing of it at a good 
price, and the money derived from the 
sale would be more than enough to 
build a good road through the city. 
What could be easier?"

Railroad Workers Are Divided Into 
Three Classes Each, of Which 

Would Have an Appeal Com- 
1 mission— Headquarters 

^ In Washington. 

VVushlngton, Nov. 17.— Orgnnlzed 
labor won In Uio Uouso when Its sup- 
porters succeeded In iiniondlug the 
Ksch railroad bill by the iidoptlon of u 
HUbatltiite pinu for urbitrutlon of 
wnjje disputes. 

The substitute as Incorporated In an 
nuiendnieiic drafted by Iteprosontatlve 
Sweet of Iowa and presented by Itej)- 
resontatlve Anderson of Minnesota 
was approved by a vote of 101 to lOS 
lu. committee of the whole. 

The- Anderson-Sweet amendment 
first was adopted as a substltnte for 
the Webster amendment, which pro- 
hibited strilics and provided for com- 
pulsoiy arbitration, 110 to 7n, nndtlien 
03 a substitute for the orlplual pro- 
visions In the bill, IGI to lOS. 

A final test of strength onn roll call 
will come when the ameudment Is re- 
ported from tlie committee of the 
"whole to the house after consideration 
oC all sections of tlie measure have 
been completed. 

In brief, the Sweet- Anderson nraend- 
nient divides tlie nillroad workers Into 
tliree classes, and for each It estab- 
lishes an adjustment board and an up- 
peal commission. Ko penalty against 
strike or lockout is Iniposwl, and mem- 
bership on all six of the hoards would 
be restricted to the workers and their 
employers, and divided equally be- 
tween them. 

Both the roads and the employees 
would Ite directed by tlie plan "to ex- 
ert every reasonable efCort and ndopt 
every a\-atlable moans to avoid an in- 
terruption" of tnifiic, and to this end 
the tliree hoards of adjustment would 
be created, these being substantlaJly 
the saniu as those existing under tJio 
railroad administration. 

The three adjustment boards would 
each deal with disputes of certain 
classes of the 14 i-alUvay unions. 

One board would Inclu<^.e representa- 
tives of tJie four big brotherhoods — 
the engineers, the firemen, the con- 
ductors, and the trainmen; nnothcr 
would Include the machinists, theboll- 
ermakers, the blacksmiths, the car- 
men, the sheet metal workers and the 
electrical workers, and the third would 
Include the telegraphers, the switch- 
men, tlie railway clerks and the way 
nnd shop laborers. Ilallway executives 
would name four, six. and four rcpre- 
Bontatlves, respectively, as members of 
these boards. 

Corresponding to cacli board tliere 
also would be set up a cotnralssloA to 
consider appeals, which could be sent 
t(i ihem by half the members of a 
>oard. 

These commissions would be of- the 
' same size as Uic boards, with the se- 
lect method of choosing members ob- 
taining, but with quality of member- 
slilp between boards and commissions 

! prohibited. Headquarters of nil six 
tribunals woidd be In Washington. 
y. The Ksch bill plan, rejected by tlio 
ij house, created one adjustment board 
V; atid one appeal board. Its provisions 
' have boon denounced by organized la- 
bor as "more vicious" than the antl- 
. strike proposal In tlie dummlns bill 
before the senate.

SENATE VOTES RESERVATION TO 
VITAL SECTION OF TREATY. 



Paragraph' Was Specially Urged by 

President as Heart of the 

Peace Pact. 

Washington, Nov. 15. — The rosorva- 
tlon to article 10 of tlie League* of Na- 
tioBS covenant, drafted by the foreign 
Tolatlons committee, was adopted by 
the senate after all attempts to amend 
It bad been defeated. 

XThe rosun-atlon voted Is tiie^ one 
President AVilson said would "cut tlie 
heart of the treaty." 

The vote on .the resen'ntlon was 
•10 to 33. All of the negative votes 
were by Democrats. Four Democrats 
— Gore, Reed, Smith of Georgia. Walsh 
of Massachusetts — voted with the Re- 
publicans for adoption. 

The text of the reservation Is aa 
follows : 

"The United States assumes no obli- 
gation to preserve the territorial integ- 
rity or political Independence of any 
other country or to Interfere In con- 
troversies between nations — whether 
meml^ers of the league or not — under 
tlie provisions of article 10, or to em. 
ploy the military or naval forces of the 
United States under any article of the 
treaty for any pni-poso, unless In any 
particular case the congress, which, 
Under the Constitution, has the sole 
power to declare war or authorize the 
employment of the military or naval 
forces of the United States, shall by 
act or jolat resolution so provide."

— The frozen bodies 
of several Austrian artillerymen, per- 
fectly preserved, have been discov- 
ered by St. Bernard dogs la an Alpine 
trench near tlie summit of Stevio pass, 
about 10,000 feet above sea level, 'It 
Is believed that a whole battery was 
buried In tJic deep snow. Searching 
parties already have uncovered seven 
bodies.

VOTES wet: ON AMENDMENT 



Ohio Defeats Ratification of Federal 

Prohibition by Majority of 542— 

Enforcement Act Also Beaten. 

Columbus, 0., Nov, 1*1.— Ohio vot- 
ers last Tuesday defeated ratldcatlon 
of the federal prohibition amendment 
by a majority of r>-12 votes. They 
also defeated the proposal pennlttlng 
Ihe sale of 2% per cent beer, defeated 
the repeal of the state-wide prohibi- 
tion law, nnd defeated Indorsement 
of the Crabbe act for tiic enforcement 
of the state-wide prohibition Inw. The 
ofllclal vote as given out l)y the sec- 
retary of state's ofllce was: Ilatinca- 
tlpn of federal amendment: Yes, 400,- 
SS8; no, nOC-inO. Two nnd three- 
fourths per cent beer: Yes, 47*i,003,; 
no, nO-l.rjTO. Repeal of state prohibi- 
tion: Yes, .154,033; no, 400,782. Craij- 
lie enforcement act: Yes, 474,030; no, 
500,874. 



Helfferich Refuses to Answer Ques- 
tions of Investigating Committee 
—Is Fined 30D Marl<8, Where- 
upon He Leaves the Room. 

Berlin, Nov. 17. — Immediate danger 
of a nationalistic reaction In Germany, 
and probable bloodshed, has been pre- 
cipitated by Field Marslmlvon Hiudeu- 
burg's arrival In Berlin. 

Barbed wire barricades thrown 
across the AVllhelmstrasse and other 
Important thoroughfares prevent 
further demonstrations aroused by 
Field Marshal von Hlndenburg's pros- 
ence In* Berlin. This Is the first time 
this step, which frequently lind been 
taken against Spartaclsts, has been 
taUen against monarchists. 

Tlie aged former \ynr leader's lires- 
ence hero has strengthened Immeas- 
urably the political backbone of the 
nationalists and militarists, nnd one ol 
the results has been the sensational 
breakup of the hearing of the parlia- 
mentary subcommittee Investigating 
peace possibilities during the war. 

Former Vice Chancellor Hellterlch, 
who has been the nationalists* spear- 
polnt against the Investigating com- 
mittee, refused to answer certain ques- 
tions from Deputy Cohii, saying he In- 
sisted on avaljing himself of his legal 
rights as a potential accused and that 
he would refuse to answer any ques- 
tions put to him. 

The committee took a recess to de- 
liberate the. nmttor. On reconvening. 
It ordered Ilorr HolfTerlch to answer. 
He refused again, and was fined 30O 
marks ($70), whereupon llerr Wer- 
muth, natlonall.st, arose and announced 
his restgnotion as n protest agalnstJthc 
committee's action. He left tlie table 
and Vice Cbalrnian Gothcln took 
charge In the midst of a heated squab- 
ble. Deputy Colin shouted: 

"For me, nellTerlch Is not a wit- 
ness, but an accused." 

Herr UellTorlcli Jumped up and 
cried : 

"Then I cense to bo a witness and 
will leave Ibe room." 

Suiting action to words, ho picked 
up his papers nnd started out Voices 
of approval broke forth from the spec- 
tators, especially the newspaper men. 

ITerr Gotheln threatened to throw 
out the newspaper men and clear the 
room of all spectators, and finally he 
shouted: 

"The hearing has adjourned." 

Tie did not fix n date for recon- 
vening. Count von BernstorfC nnd oth- 
ers counseled the coinmUtee to break 
oft the hearings at tills time nnd get 
General Hindenburg out of town first. 

They warned tlmt otherwise there 
was great danger of a nationalistic 
coup which would be aasworod by tlie 
left with a general strike and would 
result In civil war, a new revolution. 

It Is understood the committee will 
not attempt to re.'^ume Its Jionrlngs for 
a fortnight at least. 

Jlaxlmllian Harden dotiouncod the 
govornmont's tactics ns playing direct- 
ly into the hands of the natlonnllsts. 

"I warned the members of Ihe com- 
mittee repeatedly not to call Ludcn- 
dorfC or bring Hindenburg to Berlin at 
this time, but my warnings wore not 
heeded." said the famous editor. 

"I also suggested that It was poor 
tactics to challenge Iho nationalists, at 
a time, when antI-.SemltIsm Is strong. 
byIotting.To\vlsh members of the com- 
mittee take such prominent nnd ag- 
gressive part In the Interrogation of 
witnesses. This breakup of the hear- 
ings Is a sensational success for the 
nationalists and augurs HI for the gov- 
ernment."

FEDERAL JUDGE GRANTS SEC- 
OND INJUNCTION., 



Bars Interference With Disposal of 

Liquor on Ground War-Time Act 

Is Unconstitutional. 

Louisville, Ky.V Nov. IJ. — .ludge 
"Walter Evans In federal district court, 
In effect for the second time held war- 
time prohibition unconstitutional, sus- 
tained an attack upon the constltu- 
tlonnllty of the Volstead enforcement 
net- nnd gnmted an Injunction re- 
straining Elwood Hamilton, collector 
of Internal revenue for Kentucky and 
District Attorney W. Y. Gregory from 
Interfering with the sale by two Louis- 
ville dlstlilera of their "Hoor stock" 
of tax paid whisky. 

The government Immediately tooU 
an appeal to the United States clr- 1 
cult court at Cinclnnall and an-' 
nounced Its Intention oC asking the . 
higher court for a writ of superse- 
deas, wiiich would have the effect of . 
staying the Injunction. | 

In the interval tiie way was open, I 
It was said, for the plnlntlffs In the 
notion to dispose of tlielr floor stocks 
of whisky wltliout lnterferon<5c by t 
tlie federal authorities In Kentucky. 

They were quoted ns having\adinit- 1 
ted, however, they were undecided on , 
the cour.«:e to pursue in view of the 
fact that the constitutionality of war- { 
time prolilbltlon lind not yet been de- i 
cidod by the SHprem6 court- of the 
United Slates. 

Washington, Nov. 14. — Enforcement 
of war-time prohibition will not be In- 
terfered wltii by Injunctions ngnlnst 
the act, granted by courts In Ilhode 
Island and Kentucky, It was stated , 
at the internal revenue ofllce today. 
Appeal of the government to tlie Su- 
preme court makes the injunction in- 
effective, It was held. 

"Our plans are to go ahead nnd see ' 
that the law Is enforced, nn<l we are 
going tn stand pat," declare<l Deputy 
Commissioner Gaylard. "Conflicting 
decisions are always Issued l)y courts, . 
and, until the Supremo court ndes 
that the law Is not valid, wo will con- 
tinue to make arrests." 

The Supreme court next Thursday 
will begin bearing nrgiunonts as to 
tho constitutionality of the war-tlmo 
act.

The 
prince was taken to the presldentj's 
sickroom after he had Iiad tea with 
Mrs. Wilson, Miss Margaret Wilson 
and Sirs. Francis R. Rayre, i ' 

The president laughed licartlly at 
the vivid and humorous ncqount tho 
prince gave of .his. experiences since 
his arrival on tlie American continent. 



Democrats Make Passage of Measuro 

a Party Issue to Be Carried Into 

the National Campalsn 

of 1920. 

•Washington, Nov. 10. — On virtually 
a party vote of 2C3 to IGO, tlie house 
passed and sent to the senate the Esch 
railroad reorganization bill. Final ac- 
tion came after six days of continuous 
debate. 

The Democrats made tho passoge of 
tho measure a party Issue as a protest 
against Uio section which continues 
the guaranteed operating Income of 
tiie railroads for six montlis after the 
termination of federal control. It was 
openly declared by the Democratic 
leaders that this Issue will be carried 
Into the national campaign of lOliO. 

A motion by Representative Sims of 
Tennessee to^ recommit the bill with 
Instructions to strike out tiio guaranty 
sections was idcfeatcd by a vote of 203 
to ino. 

Tho measure goes to. the senate, but 
it will not be Uiken up there until the 
regular session In December. 

An effort was made without success 
to cause the 'house to reverse the ac- 
tion of tlie committee of Uie whole In 
rejecting the arbitration plan of Uie 
original Escii bill and suijstltute for it 
the Anderson-Sweet scheme approved 
by organizeil labor. Tlie labor forces 
again showed their supremacy, the 
amendm6nt being approved i)y a vote, 
of 2,'i3 to 112. 

The bill as passed provides for the 
return of the roads to their owners, 
extends the govenunental guaranty for 
sis months after the retunj, authorizes 
the railroads to borrow funds from tlie 
government, extends present rates un- 
changed by the proper authorities, and 
broadens the authority of the Inter- 
.state commerce commission in many 
respects, Including control over tho 
Issuance of securities. 

Substantially all amendments made 
In committee of tlie whole were ap- 
proved by the liouse. 

By a vote of 115 to 42 tho bouse In 
committee of the wiiole eliminated the 
Bectlon containing a proposed rule of 
rate making. This action was taken on 
tlie motion of Itepresentatlve Barkley 
of Kentucky, a Democnitlc member of 
tlie comndttee on Interstate nnd for- 
eign commerce, nnd with the support 
of Representative Esch and some of 
tho other members of the committee. 
It was opposed by Representative Den- 
Ison of Illinois, Sanders of Indiana and 
Merritt of ConneeUeut, also members 
of the eoinnilttce. 

Before being stricken out the sec- 
tion was amended by the addition of 
tho words "among other things" In 
connection witli the propositions enu- 
merated to which consldenitions should 
bo given In fixing rates. This was In- 
tended to overcome tlie objection that 
otherwise tlic commission might be 
limited to particular things mentioned. 

Especial objection wns made to the 
provl'sldn for "a fair return upon tiie 
value of the property" on Ihe tlieory 
tlmt this seemed to Imply the recogni- 
tion of validity of watered stock. Those 
favoring the nile of nito making In- 
slstod It was ueeesnary In order to es- 
tablish the credit of the ndlroads. 

"I believe we have been sufllclently 
liberal to llie railroads," sidd Repre- 
sentative Barkley. "We' have given 
them a sl.x' months' guaranty under 
the terms under which the government 
lias suitered a loss of more than .$300.- 
000,000 a^year for Uio last two years. 
AVft have continued the present rates. 
We have autliorlzed them to borrow 
money from thelievcmment. 'I tliink' 
.we have gone far enough wltliout 
guaranteeing them a return on tlieir 
property." . 

An amendment by Representative 
Sims of Tennessee that In consider- 
ing rates tho commission should not 
allow to be charged against operating 
expenses salaries of nitlroadofllclaisln 
excess of $20,000 was rejected In qom- 
mlttee of tho whole. Mr. Sims said 
there are 23 ofllcluls of tlie Pennsyl- 
vania railroad drawing salaries of more 
than $25,000, Indudlng tlie president 
of tlie road ut $75,000 and 11 vice pres- 
idents with salaries from $2G,000 to 
$45,000.

Every Amorlcon schoolboy of course 
knows tluit the Pilgrim Fathers ofh- 
clally landed on Plymouth Uock. nnd 
that the famous roclt Is nt Plymouth, 
Mass. But there are conipnrutlvoly 
few Americans who hnow that the flrst 
landing of the Pilgrims was at 
Provlncetown, Mass., and nre fainlUar 
with their doings during the month. 
The Mayflower lay In tlie quiet har- 
bor Inside Cape Cod. . 

There was no Provlncetown there, 
of course, in 1020, but Cape Cod was 
there and Its name was Cape Cod. 
In 1002 Bartholomew Gosnold, the ei- 
plorer» had visited the region and had 
found codfish eo plentiful that he had 
iust naturally called, the long narrow 
neck of land Cape Cod. Ever since 
there has been p any Provlncetown, 
however. Its people have been sensl- 
tlvo on the subject of Its claims to flrst 
honors. That's why Provlncetown 
now has a monument on High Polo 
hill. Many year» were required to 
raise the money for Its erection. 

The landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth was a slow Job. The congre- 
gatlon of John Robinson at Leyden 
procured from the London company 
for Virginia a patent of land and made 
. financial arrangements for the sailing 
of a part of their nimiher. The Speed- 
well of 00 tons, was purchased In Hol- 
land, nnd in July 1020 it sailed to 
Southompton, Ensland. There the 
Mayflower of 180 tons wa9 awaiting 
It The two ships with iihout 120 pas- 
sengers put to sea in August. The 
Speedwell was soon reported leaking 
nnd both ehtps put in at Dartmouth. 
At sea again, the Speedwell was a sec- 
ond time reported leaking and return 
was made to Plymouth.' It was not 
discovered until later that the alaVip 
over'the Speedwell was due to Its mas- 
ter's trickery. The Speedwell was 
abandoned at PlymouUi and the size 
of the party reduced. The Mayflower 
left Plymouth alone early in Septem- 
ber. 

In nine weeks It sighted the shore 
of Cape Cod. Be* g far out of their 
coureo the Pilgrims headed south. But 
n few hours laier the course wojf again 
changed for 4ho nearest shore. Sat- 
urday. November 11 (21 N. S.), 1020. 
the Mayflower rounded Cape Cod and 
found harbor. 

This radical change of destination 
Introduced a compllcatloa. Some of 
the hired loborers threatened to break 
loose from their engagements on land- 
ing, becauso of the loss of tho ^lUtho^ 
Ity ' delegated In the patent from the 
Virginia company. The nccesf?Ity of 
Bome fonn of civil goyornmont to unite 
the well-nfroclcd and to restrain the 
Insurgent was imperative. So tho fa- 
mous Mayflower or Provlncetown com- 
pact was drawn up and signed before 
tho first voyager landed. Of the 41 
plgners to this compoct, which l.s often 
euloEl7.ed as the flret written consti- 
tution in tlio World, 84 were the adults

Americans should understand and 
appreciate the difference between tho 
Pilgrims and the Puritans, rhe Pil- 
grims were few; they were Separa- 
tists; they withdrew from the estab- 
lished Chnr-h of England ; they came 
to America to secure freedom of wor- 
ship; they cared not how other men 
worshiped; they did little colonizing, 
their Influence upon tho nation was 
small as compared wltli tho Puritans. 
The Puritans come over In thou- 
sands, beginning with 1030; they re- 
tained tlielr membership in the Church 
of England; they brought tho church 
with them to reform It; they Intended 
to worffhlp as they pleased and to 
make everyone else worship the same 
way; "they; fell Drat upon their knees 
and then upon the aborigines;" they 
colonized 'widely nnd effectively; from 
them the American, people got what 
Is Itnown as the "Puritan conselouce." 
In the^araous book enytled "Mourt'a 
Helatlon" onowHl find The following 




quaint account of the landing of tho 
Pilgrims at Provlncetown: 

"Wednesday, the sixth of September 
(1020), tlie wind coming East North 
East, a fine small gale, wo loosed from 
Pllmouth, having been kindly enter- 
tained and courteously used by divers 
friends their dwelling, and after many 
dlfUcultlcs in boysterlus stormes, at 
length by God's providence upon tho 
ninth of November following, by break© 
of tho day we espied land which we" 
esteemed to be Cape Cod, and so it 
proved. And the appearance of It much 
comforted us, especially on seolng so 
goodly a land, and woodded to tho 
brink of the eoa, It caused us to.ro- 
Joyce together and praise God that He 
had given It to us once ngatne to see 
land. And thus wo made our course 
South South West, purposing, to go to 
a River ten Leagues to tho South of 
tho Cape, but at nlghte, the wind be- 
ing contrary, we pui roundo agalne 
for the Bay of Cape Cod. and upon 
tho 11 we came to an anchor In tho 
Bay, which Is a good Harbour and a 
pleasant Bay, circled round except In 
the entrance, which Is about four miles 
over from land to land, compassed 
about to the very Sen with Okes. Pines, 
Juniper, Sassafras and other sweet 
wood; It has a harbour wherein one 
thousand sallo of ships may safely 
ride, there we relelvcd ourselves with 
wood and water, and refreshed our 
people, while our shallop was fitted to 
coast the Bay to search for a habita- 
tion, there was tho greatest store of 
fowlo that ever we eaw." 

The Pilgrims had a hard time the 
first winter at Plymouth, but In 1C21 
"determined lo have a period of rec- 
reation, combined with thanksgiving 
for their milny mercies." The gov- 
ernor thereupon sent out four hunts- 
men v.'ho In one day secured enough 
game for the purpose. Massnsolt, the 
Indian chief was invited to participate 
in this first thanksgiving. He accept- 
ed and brought 00 people with him. 
Tho celebration lasted three dayp. 

Tho first Thanksgiving day observed 
by all the states of tho Union was rec- 
ommended by proclamation of con- 
gress after tho surrender of Burgoyne 
\nvm and was fixed for Thursday. 
December 18. Each year thereafter 
until 1784 congress continued to rec- 
ommend a day for Thanksgiving, tho 
several Plates ncceptlng the date. Then 
for n time the observance was left 
wholly to tho states. The day. had Its 
ups and do\ms. President Lincoln 
nationalized It by proclamation In 
1803. ^

tllic explorers have gone out to all 
parts of the earth to continue the cen- 
sus of the plant world, but to this day 
the censuses still so far from com- 
plete that every year a hundred or 
more Held men ean each bring large 
collections of new species to the great 
herbariums of Europe and America, 
says the American Forestry Magazine 
of Washington. 

So vast has grown the number of 
plants discovered and described that 
If Linnaeus could come back to his beloved Upsnla, he would be lost In his 
own realm, for his modest census of 10.000 plants has grown to the bewilder- 
ing totnl of 250,000 and will very likely pass 300,000 before the last returns 
arc In, If, In fact, there will ever be any Inst returns. 

The delicate frbnded ferns and their allies, the highest of the flowerless 
plants, would bo represented by about 3,000 species, mostly from tropical 
regions; nnd the tiny mosses, the humble pigmies among leaf-bearing plants, 
would add 10,000 species to the list. 

The remarkable plants known as algae, which float as threads of green 
scum, or live as little green balls In water or moist places, or grow In the sea 
like the giant kelp, swell the census by at least 15,000. 

The list would close with about 05,000 of that wonderfully diverse class 
of vegetable forms known as fungi.

tlon In AVushliigton on October 23. 

Women In the United States were 
first organized to secure better work- 
ing conditions In 1S21. This organlza- 
tlon continued to grow until the time 
of the Clvll'war, when all labor organ- ■ 
IzatloDS broke down. Sometime after 
the war women ugalu organlzetl, and 
In 1003 the National Women's Trade 
Union league, as It now operates, be- 
came A living thing, 

The present organization has a mem- 
bership of GOO.OOO women and affiliated 
membership of over u million, which 
Includes men who are backing the 
program of the league and are In In- 
dustries where women are employed. 
It l8 afflllatod with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

The National Women's Trade Union 
league tries, through Its orgonlzutlon, 
to teach women to help themselves to 
get better working conditions. Its 
purpose Is "to protect the women work- 
ers of America from Inadequate wage 
and extreme working hours through 
^the organjzation of the workers, and 
through such legislation ns the mini- 
mum wage and the eight-hour day ; to 
increase co-operative action among 
ithem ; to cre/\te a public opinion that 
.really understands the labor move- 
ment; to secure dellnlte and accMrute 
Information concerning conditions 
nniong women and child wage earners 
leading to legislative action; to supply 
at all times to nil wage earners as- 
sistance in working out their Indus- 
trial dinicultles." 

Mrs. llaynioiui Itobln.s Is president 
of the league and chulnnan of its com- 
mittee on internatlonai relationships. 
which Is In charge of arrangements for 
the International Congress of Work- 
ing Wonu^n. ^liss JIary Anilersnu, 
chief of the women's bureau of the 
United Slates dfimrtniont of labor. Is 
secretary to this committee. 
1 The congress Is being called at the 
ofllclnl request of tlie standing com- 
mittee on Women's Industrial Organl- 
■zations of Great Britain and at the 
Jnformal request pf women's labor or- 
ganizations in France and Italy. Proh- 
loms and conditions affecting the work 
of women and children will be dis- 
cussed and remedies for tliese ills con- 
f;idcred so that practical suggestions 
■can be taken back by the delegates to 
tl'.eir own countrlc". 



HULL HOUSE, CHICAGO, 
IS BUSY WORKING OUT 
AMERICANIZATION PLAN 



Scheme Simple,- But Makes for Brand 

of Americanism Col. Roqsoveit 

Believed In and Constantly 

Labored For. 

Hull House, in the midst of one of 
Chicago's most congested foreign dis- 
tricts, has been for many years work- 
ing out an Americanization sclierao 
so perfectly In accord with the poli- 
cies of the lute Theodore Roosevelt, 
that It might servo as an Inspiration 
to communities where tlie'work has not 
yet gone fo far. 

Americanization, in the sense of 
adapthig foreigners to the llfo and 
customs of the United States, has been 
a necessity lu South Halsted street 
ever since the founding of the Hull 
House b3r7ane Addams, a close friend 
of Colonel Roosevelt and In most re- 
spects a warm sympathizer with his 
beliefs. 

It has been Miss Addams' policy 
noteto change her foreign neighbors, 
but to adapt them with all that they 
bring from the old-country, to the life 
of the new. Aa an Illustration of the 
value of this. Miss Addams tells a 
story of a peasant woman who had 
not learned to speak English nor kept 
up In any way with her children as 
they grew up and went to school. Then 
classes In hand-craft were opened at 
Hull House and the old world women 
were asked to come In and tench the 
crafts they had brought with them 
from Europe. This woman tauglit and 
did weaving. A few. months later, her 
twelve-year old daughter cnrae to Miss 
Addams and asked: 

"Miss Addams, Is It true that my 
mother Is the best weaver In the neigh- 
borhood?*' 

Assured that this was true, the 
child went proudly away with a respect 
|or her mother she had not had be- 
fore. 

In addition to the craft classes and 
the classes In English, Hull House has 
young people's parties, neighborhood 
parties, and clubs for promoting neigh- 
borly friendllnesg. 

Hull House's Americanization pro- 
gram Is simply teaching English, civ- 
ics and anything else tliat Is asked 
for; Interchanging craft knowledge 
and providing facilities for friendly 
sociability and recreation. 

A considerable share of the Roose- 
velt Memorial fund .of $750,000. to be 
raised In Illinois during the week of 
October 20-27, will Ijo used for the 
spreading of this sort of Americanism. 
South Halsted and Its contrlbutary 
streets In Chicago, are evidence of its 
success,

AVe have taken 
our place In the family of nations and 
Ftiinil In dancer of either polnp up or 
down with tile rest of the world In re- 
Ktird to Uidftslrlnl standnrds. To this 
end v^e must never forget that by rais- 
ing standards of employment for the 
12.000,000 women In gainful occupn^

;and babies, we are helping to raise 
the fltandards, and that Just as soon

Wanted BrltlGhers to See Typical Wild 
Westerner and Educated Ameri- 
can Gentleman. 

"Do you know why I sent for Seth 
Bullock to meet me In London wheni 
was OQ my way home from that trip 
around the world?" the late Colonel 
Hoosevelt once asked a cosusl ac- 
quaintance from Deadwood, Captain 
Bullock's home. "I wanted those Brit- 
ishers to see my Ideal typical American. 
They didn't know Bullock's sort at all. 
They didn't know a man could be a 
wild Westerner and an educated gen- 
tleman at the same time." 
• Captain Bullock, who died recently 
at his home In Deadwood, was a typi- 
cal Westerner In appearance. He was 
tall, gaunt, raw-boned, with drooping 
mustache, and he wore a soft white 
hat He had been one of the old-tlmc 
vigilantes In Montana and was the first 
sheriff In Deadwood. He was quiet 
and soft'volced and had a quick wll 
that was delightful. He was among 
those who brought law and order Intc 
the turbulent young West, and he re- 
sented any Implication that he was oi 
ever had been a bad man with a gun 
" When Uoosevelt was making a cam- 
paigning tour through South Dakota 
and Wyoming at the time he was run- 
ning for vice president Captain Bul- 
lock was with him. When he returned 
home he had some rings made of Blacb 
HUIs gold for the other members oi 
the party. Before they were ready, H. 
I, Cleveland, a newspaper man who 
had been one of them, wrote several 
feature stories about Captain Bullock, 
telling of the notches on his gun, and 
his general bloody record. 

Captain Bullock read the stories and 
when he sent the rings the followlnfi 
note went with Mr. Cleveland's : 

"My Dear Mr. Cleveland: I am 
sending you a Black Hills gold ring ai 
a little souvtnlr of our trip with Mr. 
Hoosevelt y()u will see that youi 
Initials are engraved Inside. The 
'Jacet' I had added after reading youx 
stories about me in the Chicago pa- 
per." 

Colonel Roosevelt and Captain Bul- 
lock were close friends from the dnyi 
the colonel spent on his cow randh on 
the Little Missouri north of the Black 
Hills, and when he was inaugurated 
president of the UnltcH States. Captain 
Bullock and his "rough riders" were 
among the Interesting features ot the 
Inauguration parade.
